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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed January 1 0, 2007 have been 
fully considered, but are not persuasive because the Examiner has provided and maintain the reasons for non-patentability filed in the 
previous Office Action. 

However, to provide further explanation regarding the arguments of pages 7-1 1 , the Applicant argues that the combination of Orino and 
Inoue do not disclose, teach or suggest "at least one pupil shaping element constructed and arranged to define an on-axis, substantially 
rectilinear intensity distribution on the beam at a pupil plane of the illumination system, and a polarizer constructed and arranged to impart 
a linear polarization to the beam" and "processing a beam of radiation such that an intensity distribution of the beam at a pupil plane of an 
illumination system of a lithographic apparatus comprises an on-axis rectilinear intensity distribution and linearly polarizing said beam." 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Orino discloses at least one pupil shaping element (interpreted as a masking blade 160), which 
provides an on-axis rectilinear distribution on the beam at a pupil plane ([0041], lines 3-6, where a rectangular illuminated are is formed) at 
a pupil plane located within the masking blade 160 (denoted by crossed solid lines). To further explain the location of the pupil plane, a 
pupil plane would be located a chief ray. A chief ray crosses and enters a midpoint of the pupil and exits passing through the center (see 
http://scienceworld.wolfram.com/physics/Pupil.html). Figure 1 of Orino depicts at least one chief ray passing through the center of 
masking blade 160. Thus, it passes through a pupil plane. Furthermore, as explained in the previous Office Action, Inoue discloses the 
use of polarized beams. Therefore, the combination of Orino and Inoue, and with the other provided references, disclose the claimed 
invention. 
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
